Subject. —Import of Coal tar dyes , textile chemicals etc., against exports of 
cotton textiles, yarn and handloora goods. 

No. lll-ITC(PN)/ 59 . —Attention of the Importers is invited to the Ministry 
of Commerce and Industry Public Notice No. 7Q-ITC(PN)/59, dated 4th July, 1959 
in terms of which the textile manufacturing mills are permitted to sell surplus 
quantities of coal tar dyes, textile chemicals etc., imported by them again ,t 
licences granted under the Export Incentive Scheme to any unit of the Cotton 
Textile Industry requiring those items whether such a unit be a cotton textile 
manufacturing mill or a processor. 

2. On a review of the position, it has been decided to permit the textile 
manufacturing mills to sell such dyes and textile chemicals imported by them 
against licences granted under the Export Incentive Scheme to any unit of the 
textile Industry requiring those items whether such a unit is a manufacturer or a 
processor requiring those dyes and chemicals and whether the textiles are of 
cotton/art silk/woollen yarn. In other words the imported dyes and chemicals 
will be permitted to be sold to any unit of the textile industry taken as a whole. 

3. It has also been decided that the concession of permitting the textile manu¬ 
facturing mills and the exporters of cotton cloth (other than handloom cloth) or 
yam to sell coal tar dyes, textile chemicals etc., imported by them against licen¬ 
ces granted under the Export Incentive Scheme to any unit of the textile indus¬ 
try as a whole in terms of this Public Notice and Public Notice No. 80-ITC(PN)/ 
59 dated 8th August, 1959 respectively, will be given effect to from the respective 
dates on which they became entitled to impo t coal tar dyes, textile chemicals 
etc. under the Export Incentive Scheme. The sales in such cases will, however, 
be subject to the condition that the transactions should be reported with suffi¬ 
cient details as to the description of the stores, the quantities and the prices 
involved to the Textile Commissioner, Bombay, within seven days of the date of 
transaction.
